DELEGATE RETURNS 

After a final meeting with Prem- 
fer Daladier, Mr. Hore-Belisha re-

The Insurgents have yet to reply 
to the proposal which entails the 
granting of belligerent rights 
after “substantial” withdrawal of 

volunteers. 

The tension was relaxed over 
Europe but long months of diplo- 
matic bickering was forecast in at- 
tempts to isolate the Spanish war 
germ and to solve Czechoslovakia’s 
explosive minorities muddle. 


PREMIER FORTIFIED 
As a result of these developments 


Mr. Chamberlain was fortified con- 
siderably for the opposition on- 
slaught awaiting him on Tuesday 
in the House of Commons. It will 
be the last day of foreign affairs 
debate in the house during the 


present session since parliament ad- 
journs Friday until Nov. 1 

As far as could be learned offi- 
cially, conferences between Brit- 
ish statesmen and Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s representatives failed to pro- 
duce anything new save renewed 
pressure by the great powers on 
Czechoslovakia to settle her dif- 

ferences with her Sudeten Ger- 
man minority. 

Mr. Chamberlain and Hitler's re- 
presentatives exchanged “certain 
assurances” about peaceful inten- 
tions in the minority dispute. The 
German gestures engendered wide- 
spread surface optimism on the 
European continent.

Contacts Not Wanted 


The Japanese war leaders, who are in 
control at Tokyo, have cancelled the Olym- 
pic meet, scheduled to be held in that 
country in 1940. Mingling with the for- 
eign athletes, they explain, might modify 
the Japanese youth’s nationalism. He 
might even get tinged with an international 
complex. 

That would destroy his usefulness for 
the purposes of the war-makers. They do 
not want young Japan to get any foolish 
western notion that he should be content 
to “live and let live’. They want him to 
do to others, as they may order, what they 
are now making him do to the Chinese. To 
fit into their scheme he must be willing to 
kill when he is told, regardless of cause, 
age or sex. He would be less enthusiastic 
about it if he should come to know and like 
people who are not of his own race. 


In all of which, it should in justice be 
said, the Japanese war-lords are not dif- 
ferent from war-makers in general. They 
are typical of the class wherever found. 

Since Japan will bar Olympics, the in- 
stinctive thing for the rest of the world 
would be to bar Japanese athletes from 
Olympic meets held in other countries. But 
that would be a mistake. It would be help- 
ing the war-makers to attain their 
end. And besides it would give the 
young Japanese some cause to think 
the athletes of other countries were afraid 
to compete with him, or that other nations 
regard the Japanese as Japan’s masters 
regard them. If sport can be used to culti- 
vate friendliness on the part of young 
Japan toward the young of other lands it 
would be a mistake to throw away the op- 
portunity by shutting Japanese contend- 
ers out of meets held abroad.

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail)—“It is further 
to be hoped that Parliament may be led to sup- 
press that long-criticized clause of the Official 
Secrets Act which permits the authorities to 
extort from a private person, under threat of 


imprisonment, the source of any information 
which has reached him, and 
which they may choose to 


describe as an ‘official secret.” 

Thus the Daily Mail states 
a much-to-be-desired outcome 
of the Parliamentary crisis 
which has occupied the House 
of Commons for a large part 
of the week. 

The “private persons” the 
Daily Mail has particularly in 
mind are, doubtless, reporters 
and journalists. The House of Commons may 
be trusted to protect its own members from 
anything of that sort now that it has become 
aware the Official Secrets Act may be used 
against them in a manner which certainly was 
not contemplated when it was before Parlia- 
ment, ° 

The very possibility, indeed, that a member 
of the Commons could be brought within the 
scope of the act was derided when, only a few 
weeks ago, Mr. Dingle Foot, member for Dun- 
dee, told the House that, while a‘member could 
not be called to account by any outside author- 
ity for what he had said in the House, he might 
be imprisoned under the act if he refused to tell 
the authorities where he had got the informa- 
tion on which his statements were based.

Thanks To China 


Had Japan, flushed with an instantaneous 
victory against China, turned her armies against 
the Russian maritime province, Russia would 
have been in no position to embroil herself in 
European affairs, She would have been forced, 
against her will, to “withdraw into isolation 
while the scheme for European hegemony was 
advanced from the base of the Berlin-Rome 
axis; and finally would have found herself as- 
saulted both from the west and from the east 
by the mentbers of the anti-Communist pact, 
who make no secret of their proximate ambi-* 
tions. This theory is by no means wanton, It 
accords accurately with the forecasts and 
prophecies made by well informed observers
